Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 42-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 

comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 

was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 

which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 

invention. The disclosure does not explain how the distance between the measurement 

head and the target surface is measured or controlled. The specification and the claims 

recite radiating the sample and receiving reflection off the sample not the surface, then 

controlling the distance between the sample and the surface. Is the sample size/height 

known? 

Claims 42-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is not clear what distance is being measured, and 
what distance is being adjusted. The measurements are inconsistent. Based on the 
claims: 

1) The radiation is reflected off the sample! 

2) The distance is measured between the measuring head and the test strip with 
the target surface (not the sample)! 
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3) The two axis intercept at a reference point on the target surface (claim 43), not 
the sample)! 

4) The distance is adjusted between the measuring head and the surface not the 
sample! 

If the radiation is reflected from the sample, how is the distance to the surface is 
measured. 

Applicant should explain and fix the inconsistency in all the claims. 

Regarding claim 58, the language "and/or" is not a clear recitation. It is not clear 
whether the limitation after "and/or" is included or not. Applicant should amend the 
claim to recite either "and" or "or". 

Response to Arguments 

Regarding claim 42, applicant argues "Neither reference discloses or suggest a 
test strip with a target surface for application of a sample liquid ". However, "for 
application of a sample liquid" is an intended use recitation, and it is not given 
patentable weight.
